Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

5. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Duerr 
P.N. 5,294,886. 

Duerr discloses an antenna system for a Magnetic Resonance Imaging (MRI) system. 
Applicant's attention is directed to the description of Fig. 1-3. The system uses a 
transmission cable in the form of a coaxial cable described as a feeder 9. The feeder 9 
is divided into a number of segments that are coupled together by a number of 
decoupling circuits 10. The decoupling circuits 10 may take many forms but are in 
essence a high impedance as described in line 46 of col. 3. This arrangement is made 
to prevent induced currents in the transmission cable produced by the RF field 
environment of the MRI apparatus causing possible burns to a patient disposed therein. 
Duerr meets all the limitations of the claims at issue in their present form. 
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7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Uutela and Lamesch et al. disclose transmission cables for use in 
MRI systems. Note the abstract of each disclosure.
